Willi 88SUttl Tuesday at tho opening of 
tho chamber of deputies. M. Dm 
ledo made a violent attack upon Minis- 
ter of War Chanoins, whereupon the 
latter arose and explained the condi- 
tions under which he accepted the port- 
folio. He then announced hiR residua 
tion, which was received with loud 
cheering. Hen. Chanoiuo then left the 
chamber.
